the islands. The Prof essor la in the employ of the Government on 
the Hawaiian islands, where he has accomplished much in a few 
years in ridding the ^lantatJons of noxious insects. He came to tiiia 
country from Honolulu some time ago with the conviction that he 
would find some parasite which would destroy the Insects attacking 
the sugar cane, and which have been causing thousands of dollars 
loss every year. He believes he has found a remedy for the evil in 
the tiny parasites from Ohio, abd has1 shipped-2000 to Honolulu, 
where they are now being bred for,distribution.

Tfiey have a fatal effect on the kind of bap which is a plague on 


the plantations, and it is believed that in a phort time their intro- 
dnction into the islands will prove efficacious. It was Professor 
Koebele who introduced into this State from Australia the ladybug, 
known to science ns vidalia cardinalis, which fed on the cottony 
cnshJon pcale and wan the means of saving forturrw in the orange- 
growing difrtrictp of Califarnia,
